Work probably will be started with­ 
in the next few weeks on a modem 
apartm ent building, to be constructed 
on the site of the old Tavern hotel, 
eorher of Grant street and Sixth ave­ 
nue, it was announced today by A. C. 
Dillehay, well known local business 
man. 
The cost of the structure was not 
estimated. 
It will be two stories in 
height, built in the-shape of an “L” 
in order that additions may be added 
as needed. The foundation also will 
be of unusually sturdy construction, 
so that an additional story could be 
placed a t a later date, if found neces­ 
sary. 
, 
The building will be of brick and 
stone construction, as nearly fireproof 
as possible and will contain probably 
12 separate apartment*. 
Some of the stone which was uti­ 
lised in building of the Tavern pro­ 
bably will be used in the foundation 
and other features of the new apart­ 
ment. 
The new building will be 
erected 
directly on the Jot which was occupied 
by the famous hostelry and is one of 
the most attractive sites in the Twin 
Cities. The Tavern was erected dur­ 
ing the ‘boom days” many years ago 
and was later destroyed by fire. 
Mr. Dillehay was unable to give the 
date on which work will be started 
but he stated it likely would be dur­ 
ing the early summer and hope is 
entertained that the building will be 
ready for o-ccupancy by winter.

THE THREE BODIES 
Rattler Figures In The 
Tragedy of Western 
Desert Home

CASA GRANDE, AH*., May R.~ 
Faced by the prospect of a slow and 
horrible death for herself and starva­ 
tion for her two small daughters, 
aged four months and three years, 
Mrs. A. J. Cox, shot and killed her 
offsprings and then ended her own 
life with a rifle on a , lonely ranch, 
23 miles from here Tuesday. 
The tragedy was discovered by Cox 
when he returned to his desert home­ 
stead Wednesday after an absence of 
more than a week.

of each of her children and then turn- 
ed the rifle on herself.

INDICTMENTS ARE FOUND BY GRAND 
JURY PROBING THE DEATH OF KNOX 
The Jefferson county grand jury, which has been inves- 
t.gating the death of James W. Knox. Alabama convict, 
wh le imprisoned in Flat Top camp, has made a partial 
report, including a number of indictments, and reversed 
until later in this month. 
In advance of their hearing, no one has the right to 
condemn the man named in the jury’s indictment. Every 
man is entitled to a fair and impartial trial m a court of 
law. 
It is his constitutional perogative, but The Daily 
believes that the Jefferson county grand jury is deserving 
of public appreciation for its work in bringing to light 
the facts as they found them, and laying the ground work 
for a legal trial on the charges brought. 
It was no small task undertaken by Attorney General 
Davis, Solicitor Davis, Assistant Solicitor Drake and the 
members of the grand jury, but these men stayed on their 
jfcb until it was done. 
There have been many conflicting reports about oc­ 
currences and events at Flat Top. Perhaps now the truth 
will be revealed.
